With Portland only twenty-five miles to the 
north, it is quite an Iris center, here. 


On visiting Dr. Riddle’s garden last season, we were intrigued by the 
quality of his seedlings. He does not, as yet, have “thousands,” but works 
for top form, style, substance and branching. No. G25A was an example 
of this. It was here where we also enjoyed beautiful bloom on Regina 
Maria. Keene Valley and others were also at their best. Dr. Riddle’s col- 
lection of native Iris and hybrids is well known and outstanding. 


We are looking forward to blooming the famed Brigadoon. To Dark 
Halo, Ylem and other new varieties. And as guests, the introductions of 
Dr. Randolph. Also, some new “reds.” You are well acquainted with the 
Tompkins’ introductions,—Defiance, Privateer, Crescendo, etc. And of 
late, some good results are showing in my own work for reds. Tall Chief, 
being introduced this year, has very brilliant, clean coloring. 


I couldn’t conclude without telling of our trip to Idaho. We arrived at 
Mrs. Nelson’s on a perfect morning after a rain. A long paragraph could 
be written about this pleasant visit and the Iris folk whom we met there. 
But will have to confine comments to mention only of Mrs. Nelson’s hav- 
ing accomplished the “‘impossible.”’ Seedlings of Gaylord, which, with other 
developments, created real interest. On the return trip, we stopped to see 
the Delphinium as well as Iris at the Samuelson’s. These hybrid Delphin- 
ium are amazing, and surely shared honors with the Iris. After viewing 
the Samuelson’s garden, we went on to the Davidson’s where we were treat- 
ed a bountiful buffet supper, after enjoying more fine Iris bloom. Our trip 
was a quick up-and-back affair, with no time to visit in Walla Walla, 
Wenatchee, and other points as we had hoped to do. 


It is a pleasure to add to our Selected List such noted names as Big 
Game, Caramel, Cascadian, Celestia, Black Taffeta, Brigadoon, Butterhorn, 
Crescendo, Frances Craig, Great Day, Hermit Thrush, Lady Rogers, 
Mojave Gold, Monkshood, Pink Fulfillment, Queen’s Lace, Regina Maria, 
Sky Crystal, Smiling Light, Wide World, and a nurnber of other top Iris 
varieties.
